AWARD 


Th s is a complaint filed under Sec . 33A of the Industrial Disputes 
Act, 1947 by the above Complainants ag inst the Opposite Party , in the 
maiter of Industrial Dispute No. 22 of 1975 . 
2. The contentions of the Complainants are as follows: 

“ The opposite party has been guilty of a contravention of the provisions 
of Sec. 33 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 as shown below :-- 

I.D.22 of 1975 is pending before the Hon ble Court as per reference 
order dated 3-5-1975 . Seven issues are referred for adjudication and the 
matter is pending for trial. During the pendency of this dispute the 
opposite party has committed the following offences: - 

(a ) On 28-5-1975 lay off was declared in all departments except 

reeling and winding departments . 
(b ) On 1-6-1975 lay off was declared in all departments except 

reeling department. 
( c) On 1-6-1975 no work was declared for bada lies 
( d ) On 3-6-1975 lay off was declared in the cotton section , except 

reeling and winding . 
(e ) On 4-6-1975 lay off was declared for C shift for all workers except 

reeling and winding. 
(f ) Then lay off was declared on 10-6-1975 for all workers. 
(g) On 11-6-1975 due to staff strike lay off was declared for all 

sections. The staff strike does not actually affect the wo king 
of the factory and if the management wants, it can 
factory without any difficulty . The action of the management 
on 11-6-1975 is virtually an illegal lock -out. 


run the 
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They lay off and the lock out mentioned above are the matters closely 
connected with the present dispute and has altered to the prejudice of the 
.workmen concerned , the conditions of service applicable to them immedi 
ately before the commencement of such proceedings. The workmen are not 
yet paid wages due to them or even Jay off compensation . Thus the 
management hus wilfully changed the conditions of service during the 
pendency of the dispute." 

The Complainants concluded with a prayer that an award may be 
passed upholding their contentions. 

3. Pursuant to summons the opposite party filed vakalath and 
submitted their written objections in which they have contended as follows: 

“ There has been no contravention by the opposite party of the 
provisions of Section 33 and therefore no occasions has arisen for this 
Hon ble Tribunal to embark upon an adjudication of the complaint on its 
merits. The opposite party has not donc anything to alter the conditions of 
service of the workmen in contravention of Section 33 of the I. D. Act. 

From May 1975 the Reeling Department workers were adopting a 
go - slow policy in their work coupled with deliberate absenteeism of other 
workers. Due to non -clearance of spinning production in the reeling 
department by the above said policy, spinning machines had to be stopped 
on several days, due to want of empty bobbins. Therefore the Company 
was compelled to declare lay off in the spinning and other preparatory 
departments. The go - slow policy and the absenteeism of the workers 
amounted to a strike. The slowing down of the production on the part of the 
workmen will attract the provision of Section 25 € of the Industrial Disputes 
Act. Inspite of repeated warnings and conferences there was no improve 
ment. The Company had to declare lay off on the following days: 

28-5-1975 C shift 

1-6-1975 B shift 
3-6-1975 A shift 9-30 to 3 p . m . 
4-6-1975 A shift 
8-6-1975 A shift 10-30 a . m . to 3 p . m . 

10-6-1975 " A shift 7. a . m . to 3 p . m . 
The members of the Staff Association went on a lightning strike from 
9-05 a . m , on 11-6-1975 alleging that the action of the transfer of one reel ng 
supervisor to the Blow Room Department, was an act of vic imisation . 
While going on strike they switched off the power supply to the Plant and 
paralysed the working of the entire mills. Hence the Company was 
compelled to lay off the entire workers. The said staff strike continued till 
26th July . The matter was finally settled in a conciliation conference 
convened by the Labour Commissioner in the piesence of the Hon ble 
Minister for Homeon July 23 , 1975. The terms of the settlement would 
show that the str ke was illegal. The allegation that the Company could 
have run the factory inspite of the strike is denied . The matter was beyond 


.. 
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the control of the management and it was helpless in the matter. The 
allegation that the action of the management amounted to lock out is 
emphatically denied . 

Although I. D. No. 22 of 1975 is pending b :fore this Tribunal, the 
managementnever altered the conditions of service of the workmen . Lay 
off cannot be considered as a change of c nditions of service applicable 10 
the workm :n as envi aged under Sec :ion 33 ( 1) ( a ) of the I. D. At. The 
order passed by the Tribunal in M. P. No. 8 of 1975 is binding on the 
complainants and it is a bar for filing a petition under Section 33 Ă ." 

The opposite party concluded with a prayer that the complaint is not 
sustain.blc and hence may be dismissed with costs. 

4. The case was posted for the evidence of the complainants. Thereafter 
the learned counsel for the complainant applied for tine continuously which 
was granted . Finally the complainants counsel filed an amendment to the 
cmplaint which was posted for objection and hearing. But since there was 
no objection the amendment was allowed . The amendment sought for by 
the complainants was for the introduction of one more i em among the 
alleged violations adumbrated by them in the complaint. It was prayed 
that after item No. (g ) item No. (h ) may also be included which is as 
follows: 

“ On 8-6-1975 , lay off was declared for A shift " . 
5 . After a good number of adjournments granted at the request of the 
Con pla nants counsel, the Complainants examined WWI to WW3 and 
marked Exts. W1 and W2 ard Ext. Ml and closed their evidence. The 
Opposite Party then ex.mined MW1 and MW2, markel Exts. M2 to M5 
and closed their evidence also . When the case cameup for arguments, the 
learried counsel for the Management submitted argument notes ard the 
learned counsel for the Co nplainants also submitted that argument notes 
will be filed by him . Therefore time was again granted to the Complain 
ants counsel to submit the argument notes. But the complainants counsel 
has not submitted any argument notes up till date. Therefore the maiter 
was taken up for award . 
6. WWI is Shri Jagnivas. He has deposed as follows: 

Chief: I am the Complainant No. 81. I am wo: king as spinning 
piecer in Kerala Spinners. The e was a pending dispute No. 22 of 1975 
During the pendency of that case there was a lay off. Oa 28-5-1975 except 
in reeling and binding sectious, lay off was declareu in all cther depart 
ments. On 1-6-1975 there was lay off in all sections except reeling. On 
1-6-1975 itself badilies were given wo: k and permanentworkers were given 
lay ff On 3-6-1975 lay off was given in all departments excepc recling 
and binding. On 4-6-1975 lay off was given to all departments in the 
C :hift except reeling and binding. On 8-6-1975 lay off was declared in all 
departments exceft reeling and binding. On 10-6-1975 dily workers were 
given work and badalies were la d off. On 11-6-1975 there was 
strike. From that day up to 26-7-1975 lay off was declared . In the staff 
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strike from 11-6-1975 the workers did not participate . We were prepared 
to work . But the Management did not allow . Was lay off from 28-5-1975 
to 10-6-1975 caused by any fault on the part of the workmen ? (A ) No. 
The staff strike was started on 11-6-1975 and on that basis the Manage 
ment declared lay off in all the departments . In the staff strike the 
workers did not participate . All the workers were prepared to work and 
we have given a letter to the Management to that effect. Although there 
was a strike, if the Management was willing. could they give you work ? 
( A ) Yes. Even before staff strike the Management has filed a petition 
before this Tribunal seeking permission to declare lay off. That petition 
was withdrawn by the Management paying cost to the union . Is it 
correct when it is said by the Management that you have adopted go-slow 
and created obstruction against work ? (A ) No. The Management did 
not give us any notice alleging that we have adopted go - slow and they have 
not taken any step against us. Because of the lay off concerned in this 
dispute did the workers loose work and wages ? ( A ) Yes . Was any steps 
taken against the workers during the pendency of the petition ? ( A ) No. 
We were not given any warnings also . During the strike, since the Manage 
ment sought Police help , Policemen were pres-nt there. Was there any 
difficulty in obtaining electric connection after it was lost during staff strike? 
( A ) There was no difficulty . During the staff strike the publication given 
by theManagement in Mathrubhoomi is marked as Ext. W1. I know 
workman P. Haridas. He was working in the reeling department. He was 
only a badali worker. His card is marked as Ext. W2. He is given half 
day no work on 1-6-1975 . It is said by the Management that siuce there 
is go- slow in the reeling department, work in the other departments could 
not be done. Is it poss :ble to show that there was work for the permanent 
workers in the reeling department since the badali workers were given no 
work ? ( A ) It is possible. Regarding the lay off for the period from 
11-6-1975 to 26-7-1975 there was a settlement. 

Cross:—The badali workers were given work only when the permanent 
workers absented themselves . During the lay off I do not know the 
number of permanent workers and badali workers who were present. There 
were more than 60 staff members. In the staff, electricians, mechanics, 
supervisors, time keepers, general staff, store keeper, peons etc , are included . 
There were three store keepers there . In each shift there was one electri 
cian and one engineer. There was one more engineer in the general shift . 
In each department there are maistries. I do not know the number of days 
necessary for cleaning the machine. Certain machines should be cleaned 
daily . Certain others will be cleaned once in a week. There are 
4 machines in the spinning. I do not know about the other departments. 
Among the Complainants there will be workers from the blow room also . 
Haridas is now a permanent worker. You have not produced copy of the 
lettar alleged to Fave been sent by you to the Management stating that the 
workers are not participating in the strike ? ( A ) No. There are notice 
boards in the security office and in all the departments of the Company , 
During May 1975 theworkers in the reeling department have not adopted 
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go-slow policy . Blow room department is the first department. The 
next is the carding department. Others 

are , drawing simplex , 
ring frame, cor-winding and reeling. If there is a go - slow 
in blow room and carding departments 

it will affect the 
production in the other departments . 

I do not know who 
has severed the electric connection on 11-6-1975 . 

When di 1 
you get connection again ? (A ) The Company was restarted on 23rd July. 
Before 11th the reeling supervisor was transferred . The Staff Union pro 
tested . Thereafter they sıruck work . I think the strike was withdrawn on 
22nd July in the year 1975. After thc withdrawal of the staff strike the lay 
off was withdrawn . In the staff strike , our union did not participate. On 
all the days of the strike , Policemen were present. The workers were having 
5 unions then . In my union there are 185 workers . 

I do not know even 
tentatively the number ofmembers in the other unions. Is it possible for 
the workmen to do work during the strike of the staff ? ( A ) All the staff 
did not strike work . The electricians did not strike work . Who was the 
electrician who did not strike work ? ( A ) I do 

meinber the name. 
The electrical engineer struck work . Was not the Maintenance Supervisor 
on strike? (A ) He was not present on that day. 

The Store Keeper 
M. S. Menon did not strike work . According to me two -third of the staff 
did not strike work . Was not a notice affixed in the notice board requesting 
the workers not to adopt go- slow ? 

( A ) No. 

For the staff members who 
did not strike the Management was paying salary . 

7. WW2 is Shri Sidharthan . He has deposed as follows: -- 

Chief.- I am the first Complainant in this case . I am working in the 
spinning section in the Kerala Spinners. There was an industrial dispute 
between the Management and the workers numbered as I. D. 22 of 1975 . 
When the case was pending, on 28-5-1975 , 1-6-1975, 3-6-1975, 4-6-1975, 
8-6-1975, 10-6-1975 and 11-6-1975 there was lay off in the spinning section . 
From 11-6-1975 onwards for a period of one and halfmonths, the lay off 
continued. The lay off was in connection with I. D. 22 of 1975. I have 
not committed any default in order to enforce the lay off. From 28-5-1975 
to 10-6-1975 there was no go-slow in the reeling section . 

There was no lay 
off also in the reeling section . For the lay off from 11-6-1975 the workers 
have no connection at all. Previously the workers have struck work on 
three - four times . At that time there was no lay off to the staff. For the 
period from 11-6-1975 I was prepared to work . Was there any difficulty for 
the Management to carry on the work in the factory during that time? (A ) 
There was no difficul.y . From 11-6-1975 onwards there was Police 
protection in the Company . From 11-6-1975 ,more staff did not strike work. 
The staff who did not strike work ,were given salary . Because of the lay off 
we have lost our work and the wages. Were you given a notice stating that 
since recling section has adopted go-slow your section will be affected ? (A ) 
No. I do not know whether any disciplinary action was taken against 
anybody for adopting go-slow . 
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Cross : -From 11-6-1975 onwards lay off was declared . 

That was 
because some of the staff struck work . Regarding that lay off there is a 
pending dispute numbered as I. D. 33 of 1975 . In that case my uninn is a 
party . Your union wasdeclared ex -parte in that case is it not? (A ) I do 
not know . I do not know why the staff struck work with effect from 
11-6-1975 . After the strike by the staff , there was no current supply in the 
mill. After 11-6-1975 the security and the managerial staff wer : the only 
persons who were present for work . There was Police protection for one 
more week after the withdrawal of the strike. Themanagerial staff could go 
inside the factory only because of the Police protection, is it not? (A ) Yes. 
If there is a go- slo. strike in reeling department it will affect the o her 
departments of the Management. I there is lay off in the reeling depart 
ment, the bobbins will not be able to be supplied to other departments. 
I do not remember to have seen notices declaring lay off for the period from 
28-5-1975 . The union objected against the lay off. The Management was 
giving letters to theGeneral Secretary of the Union Shri N K Raghavan . 
The President of the Union is Shri Chandrasenan . 

8. WW3 is Shri K. V. Ananadan . He has deposed as follows: 

Chief :-I am the Secretary of the Kerala Spinning Mills Workers 
Union . I am working in the roller covering section of the mills. The 
complainants in this case are all members of my union . Was there any 
default on the part ofthe workers for declaring lay off from 28-5-1975 ? ( A ) 
There was no defau t on the part ofthe workers. Was there any default on the 
part of the workers for the lay off declared with effect from 11-6-1975 ? (A ) 
No. There was correspondence between the union and the management 
regarding the lay off during the period from 28-5-1975 to 11-6-1975 . On 
28-5-1975 except in the reeling and binding departments, the workers in the 
other departmen s were partially laid off. During the lay off on 
28-5-1975 , the permanent workers were laid cff and the badili 
workers 

were given work . On 29-5-1975 the Union submitted a 
complaint to the Management regarding the same. On 1-6-1975 except 
in the reeling and binding departments, the workers in the other 
departments were partially laid off . It was repeated on 3-6-1975 and 
4-6-1975 also. During these days also the permanent workers were laid 
off and badily workers were given work . On 4-6-1975 also the union 
immediately complained about the policy of the Management in giving 
work to the badilies and laying off the permanent workmen . Again 
on 8-6-1975 and 10-6-1975 also this type of lay off was repeated. The 
reasons given by the Management for the same are not correct. The 
argument of theManagement is that the workers in the reeling and binding 
departments adopted go -slow policy . But if the work on the days of lay 
off is verified it can be seen that this argument is incorrect. After 
28-5-1975 , lay off was on 1-6-1975 . In the interceding days there was 
no lay off . It go -slow policy is adopted by the workers in the reeling and 
binding departments, it was necessary that the lay off should be declared 
in the other departments. On 1-6-1975 the badili workers of the reeling 
department were also given no work . That means there was no 
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material in the reeling department for giving work to the badalies. TIN 
Management which has given no work to badali workers on 1-6-1975 laid 
off workers of other departments on the basis that the stock was in excess 
in reeling and binding departments. This was deliberately done. The 
permanent workers were laid off by the Management in order to wrtak 
vengeance on them . After 4-6-1975 only on 8-6-1975 lay off was again 
declared by the Management. During the period from 4-6-1975 to 8-6-1975 
all the departments were working without any break . Theworkers in the 
reeling and binding departments did not commit any default. The union 
has given a letter to the Management on 12-6-1975 stating that the workers 
have nothing to do with the strike of the staff and they are prepared to 
work . 

Cross :-All the departments except the reeling and binding departments 
were the departments wherein lay off was declared in the C shift on 
28-5-1975 . The Management has issued a notice to that effect also . On 
1-6-1975 the lay off was in the B shift, is it not?. ( A ) It was only a partial 
lay off . 

For that also notice was issued . On 3-6-1975 the lay off was in 
A shift. On 4-6-1975 also it was in the A shift. On 8-6-1975 and 10-6-1975 
lay off was declared . I do not remember whether it was in A shift alone . 
The staff struck work on 11-6-1975 . Thereafter tre whole workers struck 
work . I do not remember for how many badali workers, work was given 
during the period from 28-5-1975 to 10-6-1976 . Against this lay off , a 
petition was given to the D. L. O. over and above the filing of 33A 
complaint. But nothing has happened regarding the complaint given to 
the D.L. 0. Did the reeling department workers adopt go -slow with 
effect from May 1975 ? (A ) No. On 14-5-1975 the Management convened 
a conference for discussing with the union representatives. The copy of 
the letter sent to me by the Management on 14-5-1975 is Ext. Mi. I have 
given a letter to the Management stating that no discussion has taken place 
as stated in Ext. MI. I have not produced a copy of the same before 
court In all the notices issued by the Management it was stated that the 
Management is declaring lay off because of the go - slow adopted by the 
workmen and the absenteeism of the workmen . I do not know whether 
the main switch wasmade off by the Chief Engineer during the strike 
period . I do not know whether anybody has done that. But I know that 
there was no power . All the electricians were not participating in the 
strike. It is said that electrician Panicker participated in the strike, can 
you deny? (A ) I do not know exactly . But he has told me that he has 
notoing to do with the strike. On 14-5-1975 the Management had sent 
letters to me as well as to other unions just like Ext. Ml. The Management 
had imposed the work load in the reeling department unilaterally and since 
the workmen could not execute the work , it was interpreted by the 
Management as g - slow . We have given reply to Ext. Mi notice. On 
all the days of lay off during the relevant period , notices were sent by the 
Management to the Union . But the Union did not intimate . The staff 
strike was on 11-6-1975. Concomitantly all the workers struck work . 
We have demanded wages for the lay off period . I have not seen the 
settlement by which the strike waswithdrawn . I do not know the details 
about the settlement dated 23-7-1975 . 
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9. MW1 is Shri Surana. He has deposed as follows : 

Chief : I am the Chief Executive of M /s. Kerala Spioner since 1969. 
I am aware of the facts which led to the lay off pending before this court. 
from March 1975 onwards there was a go-slow in the reeling department. 
There was absenteeism in the reeling department as well as in the Ring 
frameDepartment. If there is go-slow in the reeling department, the 
bobbins which come from Ring Frame Department with the yarn are not 
emptied in time and returned to Riig FrameDepartment and s ) the Ring 
Framemachines will be stopped for want of empty bobbins. There was a 
lay off for six days in certain shifts. Wehave three shirts on a day. On 
28-5.1975 we have not laid off A and B shifts but only C shift. The availa 
bility of empty bobbinswere there in the Ring Frame Department during 
A and B shifts. On other days also n the remaining shiſts empty bobbins 
were available. On 11-6-1975 there was a staff strike for a transfer of one 
Supervisor from one department to another department. The strike notice 
was given only 5 minutes prior to the strike. The Chief Electrical Engineer 
had switched off the power. In view of the staff strike the other sections of 
workers were laid off . Without the staff the Mill cannot work and alo 
without power. The strike was set:led by the L C. in the presence of the 
Home Minister. The Unions have rai:ed a dispute for lay off compensation 
and that is I. D. 33 of 1975. In that case I have produced the settlement. 
The Complainants Union was also a party in I. D. 33 of 1975. By my letter 
dated 14-5-1975 I have informed all the Unions about the go -slow . The 
letter is already marked as Ext. Mi. I do not think that any of the Unions 
sent their reply to the same. Timely notices were published in the notice 
board regarding the lay off . The notices 7 in number are marked as Ext. 
M2 series. I have written to the Kerala Spinners Employees Association 
and the Spintech Association on 23-6-1975 . The copy of the letter is Ext. M3. 

Cross : Since all workers were adopting go -slow I could not take action 
individually. The only action that I was thinking to take was to declare 
lock - out. But I wanted to avoid hardshio to all the workers, since the 
go-slow was sponsored by a few workers. Therefore lock -out was not declared . 
I have preferred complaints against go-slow to the Labour Department. Was 
there any workload fixed at the alleged tire of go - slow ? (A ) Yes. With 
out fixing the workload go- slow cannot be found out. I do not remember 
whether there was any dispute regarding workload in the establishment. 
There is a record in the Company to show production of various departments 
every day . If there is go -slow in a particular department, there will be 
lesser production and that can be ascertained om tlc rds maintained 
in the office when it is compared with the workload . I have to refer to the 
records to depose about the workload . The Company has suffered damages 
because of go -slow . I do not remember the quantum . It can be a certained 
from the books. Absenteeism can be proved by muster roll as well as the 
attendance cards. A lot of workers have been dismissed for absenteeism . 
Have you taken any action against any worker for absenteism , for the 
period from 28-5-1975 to 11-6-1975 ? (A ) Might have taken . I do not 
remember . On 1-6-1975 no work was declared to badalics because there 
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was no sufficient stock in the reeling department, is it not ? (4 ) Since there 
was off and on lay off in the Ring Frame Department before 1-6-1975 stock 
might not be available. Workers were responsible for the strike on 11-6-1975. 
Workers representatives were present in the conference. I was not allowed 
to go inside the factory during the strike . Our office was functioning at 
Narasimhapuram Hotel at Alleppey during the strike period . 
10. MW2 is Shri Babunath . He has deposed as follows: 

Chief:—Iam the Head Time Keeper in the Kerala Spinners since 
8 years. The book that is shown to me now , is the daily reeling production 
book . The report for the perio1 from 2-5-1975 to 31-7-1975 is in the . 
book. That is marked as Ext. M4 series. On a perusal of Ext. M4 reports 
the names of persons who have been working every day, the count for which 
they were working and the quantum of work etc., can be seen . On 
2-5-1975 they had to take 19 doffs, which they have not done. On 28-5-1975 
they have not done the workload in the C shift. On 1-6-1975 in the B shift 
they have not done the prescribed work . On 3-6-1975 in the A shift they 
have not made the prescribed production . On 4-6-1975, 8-6-1975 and 
9-6-1975 also , the prescribed production was not made. Ext. M5 is the 
Strength Register of the workers for the period from cipril 1975 to December 
1975. On a perusal of the Strength Register the strength of workers in 
each shift can be seen . These records aremaintained in the timeoffice . 
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Cross. I do not know whether there an award regarding 
production , from this court. Now in the reeling department no cotton is 
used since two years . I do not know the reason . From 28-5-1975 to 
11-6-1975 there was lay off. Thereafter there was 

a lock -out in the 
Company upto 11-8-1975 . I do not know from which date cotton was 
stopped . From 2-5-1975 the production fixed was 19 doffin . But it can be 
seen that only 10 , 9, 16 and 17 etc., were done. Is it right when it is said 
that in your Mills on no day, more than 17 doffs were worked ? ( A ) No. 
Even from the record it can be seen that more than 17 doffs were taken . 
On 3-5-1975 the production is 10 , 10 , 12 and 11 doffs. On 4-5-1975 they 
were 15 , 17 , 19 , 15, 16 , 17, 18 , 19. On 5-5-1975 they were 13 , 14 , 12, 
11. 14 and 15. On 6-5-1975 they were 14, 18 , 16 , 16 , 17, 18 , 19 and 13 . 
The slow down is not caused by the breakage of the thread . It is only 
because proper work is not done. Of course the yarn will be broken during 
working time. If the yarn is broken on several occasions there will be delay 
in work . If the quality of the yarn is bad there will be more breakage. If the 
atmosphere is having more humidity there will be more breakage of yarn , 
is it not? (A ) May be. Anyhow I am not having technical experience 
and I do not know . On 28-5-1975 the strength in the reeling department 
was 96 for all the 3 shifts together. On 3-6-1975 it was 91 . On 4-6-1975 
it was 89. On 8-6-1975 it was 96. There are registers to show how many 
badalies worked and how many permanent workers worked . 

The yarn which is given to the workers are different on different 
dates . 
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11. As I have already mentioned the learned counsel for the Complai 
nants did not submit argument notes as promised . In the argunient notes 
submitted by the learned counsel for the opposite party, the case of the 
opposite party was set forth substantiating the same with the oral and 
documentary evidence adduced by them . 

12. Taking all the facts and circumstances and also the evidence, into 
consideration I am constrained to hold as follows: 

This is a complaint under Section 33A filed by Shri K. P. Sidharthan 
and 101 others. The case of the Complainants is that durirg the pendency 
of I. D. No. 22 of 1975 the opposite party committed certain misconducts, 
viz., declared lay off on 28-5-1975 , 1-6-1975 , 3-6-1975 , 4-6-1975, 8-6-1975 
and 10-6-1975 partially in certain deparıments during certain shifts. It was 
also alleged that the management declared Jock out of the factory on 
11-6-1975 due to the strike of the staff members. According to the 
Complainants this is violation of Section 33 by the opposite party , delibera 
tely done in order to harass the workers. 

13. The case set up by the opposite party , on the other hand , is that 
from May 1975 , in the Reeling Department, the workers were adopting 
go-slow with deliberate absenteeism , that due to non -clearance of spinning 
production in the Reeling Department because of the go -slow policy , 
spinning machines had to be stopped on several days due to want of empty 
bobbins and that the Company was therefore compelled to declare lay off in 
the spinning and other preparatory departments. According to the opposite 
party the go- slow policy and the absenteeism of the workers amounted to 
strike and this policy was continued by the workers inspite of repeated 
warnings and conferences. Therefore the Company had to declare lay off 
on the following days: 

28-5-1975 C shift 
1-6-1975 B shift 
3-6-1975 A shift 9-30 to 3 p . m . 
4-6-1975 A shift 
8-6-1975 A shift 10-30 a . m . to 3 p . m . 

10-6-1975 A shift 7 a . m . to 3 pm 
On 11-6-1975 at 9-05 a . m . the Staff Association went on a ligh ening 
strike alleging that the action of the transfer of one Reeling Supe visor to 
the blow room department, was an act of victimisation and while going on 
strike they switched off the power supply to the plant and paralysed the 
working of the plant a d hence the Company was compelled to lay off the 
entire workers. It was also contended by the learned counsel in the argu 
ment notes that the management has never altered the conditions of service 
of theworkmen during the pendency of I. D. 22 of 1975, that the lay off 
cannot be considered as a hange of conditions of service applicable to the 
workmen as envisaged under Section 33 (1) (a) of the I. D. Act and that the 
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order passed by this Tribunal in M. P. No. 8 of 1975 is binding on the 
Complainants, so that, it is a bar for them to file a petition under 
section 33 A. 

14. Now . M.P. 8 of 1975 in I.D.No. 22 of 1975 was filed by M /s . 
Kerala Spinners Ltd. , as applicant against the opposite parties 1 to 5 . 
O.P.No. 2 is the Kerala Spinning Mills Workers Union who are represen 
ting the Complainants in the instant case . In the order passed by this 
Tribunal in M.P.No. 8 of 1975 it was declared that the lay off imposed 
by the Management on the workmen concerned cannot be considered as a 
change of conditions of service as envisaged under Sec . 33 ( 1) (a ) of the 
I.D. Act, that Chapter VA of the Industrial Disputes Act deals with the 
lay off and retrenchment, that Sec . 25 A to Sec . 25 E specifically deals 
with lay off whereas Sec . 33 deals with an entirely different aspect of 
Industrial relations. This order was passed on 31st July 1975 against 
which none of the parties have agitated before a superior court. 

15. Since imposition of lay off etc. , cannot be considered as a change 
of conditions to the service immediately applicable to the workers before 
the lay off was declared , it cannot be considered that the Management 
has violated the provisions of Sec. 33 and so this complaint under Sec. 33 A 
will not lie . 

16. Further, I.D.33 of 1975 is between the Chief Executive M s. 
Kerala Spinners Ltd. , Alleppey and the Union Nos. 1 to 5. Here also 
Union No. 3 is the Union which admittedly represents all the complainants 
ic, Kerala Spinning Mill Workers, Union . In this dispute the only issue 
referred for adjudication was “ Compensation for lay off declared by the 
management with effect from June 11 , 1975 " . 

17. In the claim statement submitted by Union No. 3 in I.D.33 /75 , it 
was contended as follows: 
“ Due to certain disputes between the Management and the workers 

the Management had been trying to victimise the workers for a 
very long time and with an ulterior motive of harassing the 
workers the Management declared lay off on 28-5-1975 , 1-6-1975 , 
3-6-1975, 4-6-1975 and 10-6-1975 . On 11-6-1975 there was a 
partial strike of the staff due to the misconduct of the Management 
and immediately the Management declared lay off of all the 
workers . But the strike had never interfered with the working of 
the mill and the Management was at liberty to make any arrange 
ment for the working of the machinery. But the Management 
deliberately and wilfully avoided the running of the machinery 
and created a situation whereby it could refuse work to the 
workers. The workers and a portion of the members of the staff 
who did not strike were prepared to work. The Management has 
given salary to the members of the staff who did not participate 
in the strike after 11th of June, 1975. But the workers were not 
paid their wages. From the above circumstances it can be seen 
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that the lay off declared by the Management on 11th June, 1975 
was highly artificial and thoroughly illegal, At any rate the 
workers are entit ed to get lay off compensation as laid down in 

Section 25 C of the I. D. Act ." 
The award in this dispute was passed by this Tribunal on 1-4-1977 
which was published in the Kerala Gazette No. 22 dated 31st May 1977 . 
In this dispute the Union representing the Complainants, viz. , Union No.3, 
partly examined wwi in chief and alch ugh ample opportunities were 
given to them to complete WW1, WWI was not completed by them . The 
other Unionshave also adduced evidence and finally the award was passed 
declaring that the lay off comes under the exemption (iii ) of Sec. 25 E. 
It was also declared that this is a typical example of lay off under Sec. 25 E 
(iii ) of the I.D. Act and so the workers in this case are not entitled to any 
compensation whatsoever for the lay off declared by the Managementwith 
effect from 11-6-1975 . Since none of the Unions have taken up the matter 
to any superior court this award is to be considered as to be in force. 
Therefore the Complainants have no right to agitate against the lay off 
declared with effect from 11-6-1975 by the Management. 

18. Although the Complainants have examined three witnesses on their 
side to establish that the lay off was imposed deliberately by the Manage 
ment, none of the witnesses could adduce any cogent evidence to prove 
that the Management was deliberately in posing lay off during the concerned 
dates . 

On the other hand the Management examined two witnesses and 
the daily production reports and the workers strength register were 
produced and marked as Exts. M4 and M5 respectively . Ex . M4 . daily 
production reports would show that between production prior to May 1975 
and the production during May 1975 till 10-6-1975 , here is a glarding 
difference in the production , showing that there was go-slow in various 
depar:ments during the relevant period . Ext. M5 also would vouch -sale 
the same. MW2 is Shri Babunath . He is the witness who has been 
referring to these facts. He has categorically affirmed that on a pórusal 
of Ext. M4 ser es the nam s of persons who have been working every day , 
the count for which they were working and the quantum of work done by 
them etc., can be seen . He has als, expatiated that on 2-5-1975 they hid 
to take 19 doffs which they have not done, that on 28-5-1975 they h ve not 
done the workload in the Ċ shift , that on 1-6-1975 they have not done the 
prescribed work in the B shift, that on 3-6-1975 the workers did not make 
the pr- scri ed production in the A shift and that in 4-6-1 8-6-1975 
and 9-6-1975 also the prescribed production was not obtained . In the 
cross-examination he has expatiated further and deposed about the details 
of production and he has emphatically affirmed that the slow down is not 
caused by ihe breakage of the thread and it was only becau e proper work 
was not done. Any stretch of cross- examination of MW Babunath could 
not discredit the veracity of his version . Therefore the case set up by the 
Management that they are forced to declare lay off during the relevant 
period in certain shifts because of the go -slow policy adopted by the 

GA.1B . 
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workmen and their deliberate absenteeism can only be considered as true and 
correct in the light of the preponderance of evidence adduced by the 
Opposite Party in this case . 

19. Thus taking all the facts and circumstances of the case into con 
sideration I pass my award declaring that the Complainants are not entitled 
to any relief as per this adjudication and the complaint can only be 
considered as baseless and without bonafides. 

20. This award shall come into force on the expiry of thirty days from 
the date of its publication in the Government Gazette.

to provide for the acquisition of the Lady Hardinge Medical College and Hospital 

and for the management of the Kalavati Saran Hospital, with a view to 
ensuring better facilities for higher medical education for women and medical 
facilities for women ant children in the Union territory of Delhi and for 
matters connected therewith or incidental thereto . 


Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty -eighth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: 

CHAPTER I 

PRELIMINARY 
1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1) This Act may be called the Lady 
Hardinge Medical College and Hospital (Acquisition ) and Miscellaneous 
Provisions Act, 1977. 

( 2 ) It shall come into force on such date as the CentralGovernment 
may, by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint.

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2. Definitions. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires, - 

(a ) " appointed day " means the date on which this Act comes 
into force ; 

(6 ) “ Board of Administration " means the Board of Administration 
constituted by the Central Government under the Scheme; 

(c) “ Board of Management” means the Board of Management of 
the Kalavati Saran Hospital, constituted by the Central Goveroment; 

(d ) “ Fund ” means the Lady Hardinge Hospital for Women and 
Children , Delhi, Fund, established by the Scheme; 

(e) “Kalavati Saran Hospital” means the institution known as the 
Kalavati Saran Children s Hospital, New Delhi, together with the 
dispensaries attached thereto and used in connection therewith , and 
includes all laboratories and libraries used in connection with , or as 
accessories to , or adjuncts of, the said Hospital; 

( f ) “ Lady Hardinge Medical College and Hospital” means the 
institutions known as the Lady Hardinge Medical College for Women , 
New Delhi, and the Lady Hardinge Hospital for Women and Children , 
New Delhi, together with the dispensaries attached thereto and used 
in connection therewith , and includes all lecture-rooms, museums, 
laboratories, libraries,hostels and boarding -houses used in connection 
with , or as accessories to, or adjuncts of, the said College or Hospital; 

(g ) " Scheme" means the Scheme for the administration of the 
Fund settled by the Central Government under subsection ( 1) of 
section 5 of the Charitable Endowments Act , 1890 (6 of 1890 ), and 
published with the notification of the Government of India , in the late 
Ministry of Health , No. F.4-3 (1 )/ 53 -MI, dated the 12th June, 1953, as 
amended by the notifications of the Government of India , in the late 
Ministry of Health , No. F.4-77 /56 -MII, dated the 14th March , 1957 
and No. F. 4-77 /56 -MII, dated the 17th April, 1957; 

(h ) “ Treasurer " means the Treasurer of Charitable Endowments 
for India , appointed under the Charitable Endowments Act, 1890 
(6 of 1890 ). 

CHAPTER II 
ACQUISITION OF LADY HARDINGE MEDICAL COLLEGE AND HOSPITAL 

3. Lady Hardinge Medical College and Hospital to vest in Central Govern 
ment, - (1) On the appointed day , the Lady Hardinge Medical College and 
Hospital together with 

(a) all lands, on which the Lady Hardinge Medical College and 
Hospital stands, and all other lands appurtenant thereto and all 
buildings, erections and fixtures on such lands ; 

(6) all furniture, equipments, stores, appara uze; and appliances, 
drugs, moneys and other assets of the Lady Hardiage Medical College 
and Hospital; 
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(c) all other properties and assets , movable and immovable includ 
ing leases pertaining to the Lady Hardinge Medical College and Hospital, 
whether vested in the Treasurer or the Board of Administration or in 
any other person , and all rights , powers, authorities and privileges, cash 
balances , reserve funds, investments and all other rights and interests 
in , or in relation to , or arising out of, such property as were, immediat 
ely before the appointed day, in the ownership , possession , power or 
control ofthe Treasurer or the Board of Administration or any other. 
person in charge of the management of the affairs of the Lady Hardinge 
Medical College and Hospital; and 

(d ) all borrowings made by, or on behalf of, and all other 
liabilities and obligations of whatever kind , incurred in relation to, 
the Lady Hardinge Medical College and Hospital, and subsisting on 

the appointed day, 
shall stand transferred to, and shall vest absolutely in , the Central 
Government. 

(2 ) Every deed of gift , endowment , bequest or trust or other document 
in relation to all or any of the properties, and assets , referred to in subsection 
( 1), shall, as from the appointed day , be construed as if it were made or 
executed in favour of the CentralGovernment. 

( 3) Subject to the other provisions contained in this Act, any property, 
referred to in subsection (1 ), which , by virtue of the provisions of that sub 
section , has vested in the CentralGovernment, shall, by force of such vest 
ing, be freed and discharged from any trust, obligation , mortgage, charge, 
lien and other encumbrances affecting it , and any attachment, injunction or 
any decree or order of any court or tribunal restricting the use of such 
property in any manner shall be deemed to have been withdrawn. 

(4) Subject to the other provisions contained in this Act, any proceed 
ing or cause of action , pending or existing immediately before the appoin 
ed day , by or against the Treasurer or the Board of Administration or any 
other person , in relation to the Lady HardingeMedical College and Hospital, 
may, as from the appointed day, be continued and enforced by or against 
the Central Government as it might have been enforced by or against the 

Treasurer or the Board of Administration or such other person if this Act 
had not been enacted , and shall cease to be enforceable by or against the 
Treasurer or the Board of Administration or such other person . 

4. Payment of amount.- (1) The Central Government shall give, in 
cash, to the Treasurer an amount equivalent to the sum of rupees one lakh 
for the transfer to , and vesting, in the Central Government, under section 
3, of the Lady Hardinge Medical College and Hospital. 

(2 ) The amount, referred to in subsection ( 1), shall be paid within 
three months from the appointed day ( hereafter in this section referred to 
as the specified period ) . 

(3 ). The amount, referred to in subsection (1), if not paid within the 
specified period , shall carry interest at the rate of four per cent per annum 
rom the date of expiry of the specified period until the payment thereof.

5. Lady Hardinge Medical College and Hospital to be administered as 
Government institution. On and from the appointed day, the Lady Hardinge 
Medical College and Hospital shall be administered by the Central Govern 
ment as a Government institution , and , in administering the properties 
transferred to and vested in it under section 3 , regard shall be had to the 
purposes specified in the Scheme. 

6. Applicability of Act 2 of 1882 to Board of Administration . - For the remo 
val of doubts , it is hereby declared that nothing in this Act shall be deemed 
to apply to any right accrued to , or any liability incurred by, the Board of 
Administration or any member ihereof under the provisions of the Indian 
Trusts Act, 1882, in respect of anything done or omitted to be done by it or 
him during any period preceding the appointed day . 

7. Amount to be held for purposes of Scheme.- (1) The amount paid 
under section 4 shall vest in the Treasurer, and shall be held by him in the 
samemanner as the Fund vested in him was held by him immediately before 
the appointed day . 

(2) The amount paid to the Treasurer under section 4 shall be " admi 
nistered by the Board of Administration in the samemanner in which the 
Fund was administered by it, as if such amountwere the Fund . 


CHAPTER III 
MANAGEMENT OF THE KALAVATI SARAN HOSPITAL 


8. Kalavati Saran Hospital to be managed as Government institution .- ( 1) 
Notwithstanding anything contained in any contract or instrument to the 
contrary, on and from the appointed day , the Kalavati Saran Hospital shall 
be managed by the Central Government as a Government institution . 

( 2 ) In managing the Kalavati Saran Hospital as a Government insti 
tution , regard shall be had to the purposes for which that Hospital was set up 
in pursuance of the indenture, dated the 8th day of June, 1954 , executed by 
Shri Ashok Saran , and the indenture , dated the 8th day of Jurie, 1954 , 
executed by Shri Raghbir Saran , in favour of the President of India . 

( 3) On and from the appointed day, the Board of management shall 
stand dissolved . 


CHAPTER IV 


MISCELLANEOUS 


9 . Act to override ail other enaciments. The provisions of this Act shall 
have effect notwithstanding anything inconsistant therewith contained in 
any other law for the time being in force or any instrument having effect by 
virtue of any law other than this Act or any decree or order of any court, 
tribunal or authority. 
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10 . Provisions relating to officers and other employees of Lady Hardinge 
Medical College and Hospital and Kalavati Saran Hospital.- (1) Every officer or 
other employee , who , immediately before the appointed day , is employed in , 
or in connection with the affairs of, the Lady HardingeMedical College and 
Hospital, or , as the case may be, the Kalavati Saran Hospital, shall become, 
as from the appointed day , an officer or other employee, as the case may be, 
of the CentralGovernment, and shall hold his office by the same tenure, at 
the same remuneration and upon the same termsand conditions and wtih the 
same rights and privileges as to pension , gratuity and other matters as he 
would have held , if this Act had not been enacted , and shall continue to do 
so unless and until his employment under the Central Government is duly 
terininated or until his remuneration , terms and conditions are duly 
altered by the Central Government : 

Provided that, if the alteration so made is not acceptable to any such 
officer or other employee, his employment may be terminated by the Central 
Government on payment to him of an amount equivalent to three months 
remuneration in the case of permanent employees and one months, remunera 
tion in the case of other employecs : 

Provided further that nothing contained in this sub -section shall apply 
to any officer or other employee who has, by notice in writing given to the 
CentralGovernmentwithin thirty days next following the appointed day, 
intimated his intention of not becoming an officer or other employee of the 
Central Government. 

(2 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in the Industrial Dispute : 
Act, 1947, (14 of 1947) or in any other law for the time being in force, the 
transfer of the services of any officer or other employee, employed in , or in 
connection with the affairs of, the Lady Hardinge Medical Colleg and 
Hospital or the Kalavati Saran Hospital to the Central Government shall 
not entitle any such officer or other employee to any compensation under 
that Act, or any other law , and no such claim shall be entertained by any 
court, tribunal or other authority . 

( 3) For the person who, immediately before the appointed day , were 
é trustees for any pension , provident or gratuity fund or any other like . 
fund constituted for the officers or other employees of the Lady Hardinge 
Medical College and Hospital and the Kalavati Saran Hospital, there shall 
be substituted as trustees such persons as the Central Government may , by 
general or special order, specify. 

11. Effect of contracts etc.- (1 ) All contracts , deeds, bonds, agreements, 
powers of attorney, grants of legal representation and other instruments of 
whatever nature, subsisting or having effect immediately before the 
appointed day, and to which the Board of Administration or, as the case 
may be, the Board of Management, or any person on behalf of the Board 
of Administration cr , as the case may be, the Board of Management, is a 
party , or which are in favour of the Board of Administration or ag the case 
may be, Board of Management, shall in so far as they relate to any purpose, 
or affairs, of the Lady Hardinge Medical College and Hospital, or as the 
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case may be, the Kalavati Saran Hospital, be of as full force and effect 
against , cr in favour of, the Central Government, and may be enforced or 
acted upon as fully and effectually as if in place of the Board of Administra 
tion or, as the case may be , the Board of Management, the Central 
Governa ent had been a party thereto or as if they had been issued in favour 
of the Central Government. 

(2) If, on the appointed day, any suit, appeal or other proceeding 
of whatever nature in relation to the Lady Hardinge Medical College and 
Hospital, or, as the case may be , the Kalavati Saran Hospital, or any affair 
of the Lady Hardinge Medical College and Hospital or the Kalavati Saran 
Hospital, is pending by, or against the Board of Administration or, as the 
case may be, the Board of Management or the Treasurer or any other 
person , the same shall not abate, be discontinued or be, in any way. 
prejudicially affected by reason of the transfer of the Lady Hardinge Medical 
College and Hospital to the Central Government or by reason of the 
assumption of management of the Kalavati Saran Hospital by the Central 
Go ernment, or of anything contained in this Act; but the suit , appeal or 
other proceeding may be continued prosecuted and enforced by or against 
the Central Government . 

12. Contracts in bad faith or detrimental to the interests of Lady Hardinge 
Medical College and Hospital and Kalavati Saran Hospital to te cancelled or 
varied.- (1) Notwithstanding anything contained in section 11, the Central 
Government may , it satisfied after such inquiry as it may think fit, that 
any contract or agretment entered into before the appointed day between 
the Board of Aciministration or Board of Management or any member 
thereof, in relation to t! e Lady Hardinge Medical College and Hospital, or, 
as the case may be , the Kalavati Saran Hospital, or any affairs connected 
with the Lady Hardinge Medical College and Hospital or the Kalavati 
Saran Hospital, has been entered into in bad faith , or is detrimental to the 
interests of the Lady Hardit.ge Medical College and Hospital, or, as the 
case may be, the Kalavaji Saran Hospital, it may make an order cancelling 
or varying (either unconditionally or subject to such conditions as it may 
think fit to impose for the purpose) such contract or agreement and there 
after the contract or agreement shall have effect accordingly : 

Provided that no contract or agreement shall be cancelled or varied 
except after giving to the parties to the contract or agreement a reasonable 
opportunity of being heard . 

(2 ) Any person aggi ieved by an order made under sub -section (1), 
may make an application to the principal court of civil jurisdiction within 
the local limits of whose jurisdiction the Lady Hardinge Medical College 
and Hospital, Cr, as th case may be, the Kalavati Saran Hospital is situated 
for the variation or reversal of such order and thereupon such court may 
confirm , modify or reverse such order . 

13. Duty to deliver possession of property , etc.- ( 1) On the transfer to , 
and the vesting in , the Ceutral Government of the Lady Hardinge Medical 
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College and Hospital, and on the assumption of the management of the 
Kalavati Saran Hospital by the Central Government, 

(a ) the Board of Administration , or, as the case may be, the 
Board (f Management, and every person in whose posse :sion , custody 
or control any property or asset specified in subsection (1) of section 3, 
or any property or asset pertaining to the Ka avati Saran Hospital may 
be, shall deliver the same to such officer or other person as may be 
au horised by the Central Government in this behall; 

(b ) the Board of Administration or, as the case may be, the 
Board of Management, and every person who, inmediately before such 
vesting or assumption , has in his possessica , custody or control any 
books, documents or other papers relating to the Lady Hardinge 
Medical Co lege and Hospital, or the Kalavati Saran Hospital, shall be 
liable to account for the said books, documents and papers to the 
Central Government and shall deliver them up to the Central Govern 
ment or to such officer or other person as may be authorised by the 
Central Government in this behalf. 

(2) Without prejudice to the other provisions conta ned in this section , 
it shall be lawful for the CentralGovernment to take all necessary steps for 
taking possession of all properties and assets which have been transferred to , 
and vested in , it under this Act, or in relation to which the management 
has been assumed by it under this Act . 
14. Penalty.- Any person who, 

(a ) having in his possession , custody or control any property held 
for the purposes of the Lady Hardinge Medical College and Hospital 
or the Kalavati Saran Hospital, wrongfully withholds such property 
from the Central Government; or 

(b ) wrongfully obtains possession of, or retains, any property held 
for the purposes of the Lady Hardinge Medical College and Hospital, 
or the Kalavati Saran Hospital; or 

(c ) wilfully withholds or fails to furnish to the Central Government 
any books, documents or other papers relating to the Lady Hardinge , 
Médical College and Hospital or the Kalavati Saran Hospital; or 

( d ) fails to deliver to the Central Government any assets, books 
or other documents in his possession , custody or control relating to the 
Lady Hardinge Medical College and Hospital or the Kalavati Saran 
Hospital; or 

( e) wrongfully removes or destroys any property held for the 
purposes of the Lady Hardinge Medical College and Hospital or the 
Kalavati Saran Hospital; or 

(f) wrongfully uses any property held for the purposes of the 
Lady Hardinge Medical College and Hospital or the Kalavati Saran 

Hospital, 
shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term which may extend to two 
years, or with fine which may extend to ten thousand rupees, or with both . 
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15. Offences by companies.- (1) Where an offence under this Act has 
been committed by a company, every person who , at the time the offence 
was committed , was in charge of, and was responsible to, the company for 
the conduct of the business of the company, as well as the company, shall be 
deemed to be guilty of the offence and shall be liable to be proceeded against 
and punished accordingly : . 

Provided that nothing contained in this subsection shall render any 
such person liable to any punishment, if he proves that the offence was 
committed without his knowledge or that he had exercised all due diligence 
to prevent the commission of such offence . 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in subsection (1), where 
any offence under this Act has been committed by a company and it is 
proved that the offence has been committed with the consent or connivance 
of, or is attributable to any neglect on the part of any director , manager , 
secretary or other officer of the company, such director, manager, secretary 
or other officer shall be deemed to be guilty of that offence and shall be 
liable to be proceeded against and punished accordingly . 
Explanation. For the purposes of this section , - 

(a ) " company means any body corporate and includes a firm 
or other association of individuals ; and 

(b ) " director ” , in relation to a firm , means a partner in the firm . 
16. Protection of action taken in good faith . — No suit prosecution or other 
legal proceeding shall lie against the CentralGovernment or any of its officers 
or other employees for anything which is in good faith done or intended to 
be done under this Act. 

17. Cognizance of offences. - Notwithstanding anything contained in the 
Code of Criminal Procedure , 1973 (2 of 1974 ) no court shall take cognizance 
of any offence under this Act except on a complaint, in writing, made by 
the Central Government or any officer authorised in this behalf by that 
Government. 

18. Indemnity. - Every officer of the Central Government shall be 
Indemnificd by the Central Government against all losses and expenses 
incurred by him in , or in relation to , the discharge of his duties under this 
Act except such as have been caused by his own wilful act or default. 

19. Power to make rules.- (1) The Central Governmentmay ,by notification 
in the Official Gazette, makc rules to carry out the provisions of this Act. 

(2 ) Every rule made by the Central Government under this Act shall 
be laid , as soon as may be after it is made, before each House of Parliament 
while it is in session for a total period of thirty days which may be com 
prised in one session or in two or more successive sessions, and if, before 
the expiry of the session immediately following the session or the successive 
sessions aforesaid , both Houses agree in making any modification in the rule 
or both Houses agree that the rule should not be made, the rule shall there 
after have effect only in such modified form or be of no effect, as the case 
may be ; so , however , that any such modification or annulment shall be 
without prejudice to the validity of anything previously done under that rule.

THE WATER (PREVENTION AND CONTROL 
OF POLLUTION ) CESS ACT , 1977 

(Act 36 OF 1977 ) 

AN 

ACT 
to provide for the levey and collection of a cess on water consumed by persons 

Carrying on certain industries and by local authorities, with a view to augment 
the resources of the Central Board and the State Boards for the prevention and 
control of water pollution constituted under the Water ( Prevention and Control 

of Pollutivn ) Act, 1974 . 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty- eighth Year of the 
Republic of India as follows: 

1. (1) Short title, extent, application and commencement. — This Act may be 
called the Water ( Prevention and Control of Pollution ) Cess Act, 1977 . 

( 2) It extends to the whole of India except the State of Jammu and 
Kashmir. 

(3 ) Subject to the provisions of subsection (2), it applies to all the 
States to which the Water ( Prevention and Control of Pollution ) Act, 1974 
(6 of 1974) applies and the Union territories. 

(4 ) It shall come into force on such date as the CentralGovern 
ment may, by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint. 

G. 131 
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2. Definitions. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires - 

(a ) " local authority ” means a municipal corporation or a muni 
cipal courcil (by whatever name called ) or a cantonment board or any 
other budy, entrusted with the duty of supplying water under the law 
by or under which it is constituted ; 

(b ) " prescribed ” means prescribed by rules made under this Act; 
(c ) " specified industry " means any industry specified in Schedule I; 

(d ) words and expressions used but not defined in this Act and 
defined in the Water (Prevention and Control of Pollution ) Act, 1974 
(6 of 1974 ) shall have the meanings respectively assigned to them in 
that Act. 

3 Levy and collection of ress.- (1) There shall be levied and colected a 
cess for the purposes of the Water ( Prevention and Control of Pollution ) 
Act, 1974 (6 of 1974 ) and utilisation thereunder. 

(2) The ces under sub section (1) shall be payable by 

(a ) every person carrying on any specified industry ; and 

(b ) every local authority , 
and shall be calculated on the basis of the water consumed by such person 
or local authority , as the case may be, for any of the purposes specified in 
column (1) of Schedule II, at such rate, not exceeding the rate specified in 
the corresponding entry in column (2 ) thereof, as the Central Government 
may, by notification in the OfficialGazette, from time to time, specify. 

(3) Where any local authority supplies water to any person carrying 
on any specified industry or to any other local authority and such person 
or other local authority is liable to pay cess under sub section (2) in respect 
of the water so supplied , then , notwithstanding anything contained in that 
sub section , the local authority first mentioned shall not be liable to pay 
such cess in respect of such water . 

Explanation . - For the purposes of this section and section 4 , " con 
sumption of water" includes supply of water . 

4. Affiring of meters.- ( 1) For the purpose of measuring and recording 
the quantity of water consumed , every person carrying on any specified 
industry and every local authority shall affix meters of such standards and 
at such places as may be prescribed and it shall be presumed that the 
quantity indicated by the meter has been consumed by such person or 
local authority , as the case may be, until the contrary is proved . 

(2 ) Where any person or local authority fails to affix any meter as 
required by sub section (1) , the Central Government shall, after notice to 
such person or local authority, as the case may be, cause such meter to be 
affixed and the cost of such meter together with the cost for affixing the 
meter may be recovered from such person or local authority by the Central 
Government in the same manner as an arrear of land revenue . 
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5. Furnishing of telurns. — Ever person . carrying on any specified 
industry and every local authority , liable to pay t.e cess under section 3, 
shall furnish such returns, in such form , at such intervals and containing 
such particulars to such officer or authority, as may be prescribed . 

6. Assessment of cess - ( 1) The offic r or authority to whom or which 
the return has been furnished under section 5 shall, after making or causing 
to be made such inquiry as he or it thinks fit and after satisfying himself or 
itself that the particulars stated in the return are correct, by order, assess 
the amount of cess payable by the concerned per on carrying on any specified 
industry or local authority, as the cas may be. 

(2) An order of assessment made under subsection (1) shall specify 
the date within which the cess shall be paid to the State Governgent.

( 4 ) The State Government shall, through such of its officers or 
authorities as may be specified by it in this behalf by notification in the 
Official Gazette collect the cess from the person or local authority liable 
to pay the same and pay the amount so collected to the Central Government 
in such manner and within such time asmay be prescribed. 

7 . Rebate.- Where any person or local authority , liable to pay the cess 
under this Act, instals any plant for the treatment of sewage or trade effluent, 
such person or local authority shall, from such date as may be prescribed , 
be entitled to a rebate of seventy per cent of the cess payable by such person 
or, as the case may be, local authority .

(c ) exercise such other powers asmay be prescribed . 
10. Interest payable for delay in payment of cess.- If any person carrying 
on any specified ind tistry or any local authority fails to pay any amount of 
cess payable under section 3 to the State Governmentwithin the date specified 
in the order of asse sment made under section 6 , such person or local 
authority, as the case may be , shall be liable to pay interest at twelve per 
cent. per annum on the amount to be paid from the date on which such 
payment is due till such amount is actually paid . 

11. Penalty for nonpayment of cess within the specified time. - If any amount 
of cess payable by any person carrying on any specified industry, or any local 
authority under section 3 is not paid to the State Government within the date 
specified in the order ofassessment made under section 6. it shall be deemed 
to be in arrears and the authority prescribed in this behalf may, after such 
inquiry as it deems fit, impose on such person or, as the case may be, local 
authority, a penalty not exceeding the amount of cess in arrears: 

Provided that before imposing any such penalty , such person or, as the 
case may be, the local authority shall be given a reasonable cpportunity of 
being heard and if after such hearing the said authority is satisfied that 
the default was for any good and sufficient reason , no penalty shall be 
imposed under this section . 

12. Recovery of amount due under the Act. - Any amount due under this 
Act ( including any interest or penalty payable under section 10 or section 11, 
as the case may be) from any person carrying on any specified industry or 
from any local authority may be recovered by the Central Government in 
the samemanner as an arrear of land revenue. 

13. Appeals.-- (1) Any person or local authority aggrieved by an order 
of assessment made under section 6 or by an order imposing penalty made 
under section 11 may, within such time as may be prescribed , appeal to such 
authority in such form and in such manner asmay be prescribed .

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The Election Petition having been heard on 1-12-1977 in the presence 
of M /s M.M. Cheriyan , Hamid Ali Shamnad and R. Radhakrishnan Nair , 
Advocates for the petitioner, of M /s S. Narayanan Poti , S. Sankarasubban , 
George Mathew and V. K. Beeran Sahib Advocates for the 1st Respondent 
and of M /s M. Ramachandran and K. Mohammed Advocates for the 2nd 
Respondent the Court on 6-12-1977 delivered the following: - 

JUDGMENT 
• This is a petition filed under sections 80 to 84, 100 and 101 read with 
section 123 of ihe Representation of the People Act, 1951 (for brevity the 
Act) laid by an elector in the 5 Manjeri Parliamentary Constituency. 
Polling was on 19-3-1977 . The counting of votes took place on 20-3-1971 , 
and on 21-3-1977 , and the 1st respondent was declared as elected by the 
Returning Officer. The election of the 1st respondent is challenged on the 
ground that it was vitiated by corrupt practices set out it section 100 ( 1) (b ) 
read with section 123 (3 ) , (3A ) and (4 ) of the Act. It is alleged that the 
Ist respondent appealed to vote for him on the ground of religion and com 
munity and he attempted to promote feelings of enmity and hatred between 
different classes of citizens on grounds of religion and community in 
furtherance of the prospects of his success. The 1st respondent also published 
statements, which were false , in relation to the candidature of the 2nd respon 
dent calculated to prejudice the prospects of the 2nd respondent s election . 
The 1st respondent is the President of the Indian Union Muslim League , 
and is also one of the Directors of the Muslim Printing and Publishing 
Company Limited , which owns a daily paper called “ Chandrika " . The 
major shares of the aforesaid company are held by the Muslim League of 
which the 1st respondent is the All India President. That newspaper is the 
official organ of the Muslim League. Paragraph 4 of the petition has 
extracted the objectionable portions contained in a report found in the issue 
dated 17-3-1977 of the Chandrika Daily . The 2nd respondent was the 
candidate of the Muslim League Opposition which was branded as 
“ Vimatha Muslim League" by the 1st respondent. The 1st respondent 
further said that the 2nd respondent need not bope to get the support of any 
person in whose veinsMuslim blood is flowing. Again in the issue dated 
12-3-1977 of Chandrika Daily a cartoon was published depicting Jana Sangh 
as a pig and Sri E. M. S. Namboodiripad, the Marxist leader, cutting the 
flesh of the pig and serving it to two Muslims. It is well-known that to eat 
pork is pardial anathma ( haram ) for true Muslims. The publication of 
the aforesaid cartoon was with the consent and knowledge of the 1st 
respondent and at the instance of his agents like the Chief Editor of the 
paper, who is also theGeneral Secretary of the Muslim League. The paper, 
Chandrika is an agent of the 1st respondent as understood in election law . 
Paragraph 6 of the petition relates to a speech delivered by Shihab Thangal. 
the President of the Kerala Unit of the Muslim League published in the 
issue dated 18-3-1977 of Chandrika . The objectionable portion is extracted 
in paragraph 6 of the petition . Again , in the issue dated 6-3-1977 
of Chandrika, an article written by one Hajee N. V. Muhammed Ali, 


Vice President of Chandrika Readers Forum , 

Quter , has 
been published calling upon the voters to desist from voting in favour of 
the 2nd respondent in the name of religion and community. The article 
contains inflammatory statements which rouse communal passions of 
Muslims. An open letter written by Sri K. M. Chummar and published in 
the issue dated 13-3-1977 of Chandrika is another instance, where attempt is 
made to promote feelings of enmity and hatred between different classes of 
the citizens on grounds of religion and community. Paragraph 8 of the 
petition has extracted portions of a speech delivered by the then Home 
Minister Sri K. Karunakaran and published in the issue dated 16-3-1977 of 
Chandrika . That statement was made to prejudice the prospects of the 
election of the 2nd respondent and it waswholly untrue. The prayer in the 
petition is to declare the election of the 1st respondent as void and to declare 
the 2nd respondent as duly elected from the concerned Parliamentary consti 
tuency . 

2. The petition was opposed by the 1st respondent by a written state 
ment containing the contentions set out below . The petition has been filed 
without any good faith and with the object of causing harassment to the 1st 
respondent and is based on untrue and untenable grounds. The first respon 
dent is not aware of the petitioner being an elector in Manjeri Parliament 
ary constituency , and the petitioner is put to strict proof of the said alle 
gation . The 1st respondent has not committed any corrupt practice_by 
appealing to vote for him on the ground of religion and community . The 
Ist respondent has not promoted or attempted to promote feelings of enmity 
or hatred between different classes of the citizens on the ground of religion 
and community, much less in furtherance of the prospects of the Ist respon 
dent s election or which could prejudicially affect the election of the 2nd 
respondent. The 1st respondent has not published any statement which 
was false and which he either believed to be false or did not believe te 
true in relation to the candidature of the 2nd respondent with a vie 
prejudice the prospects of the 2nd respondent s election . The 1st re 
dent s election is not liable to be declared void under any of the s 
quoted in paragraph 3 of the petition . It is admitted that the 1st : 
dent made a speech at Pulickal which is said to have been reported 
Chandrika Daily dated 17-3-1977 . The passage extracted in paragra 
the petition is not a true or an accurate version of the specch made 
Ist respondent. The 1st respondent made an extempore speech in 
and it is not possible for him at this distance of time to recall to 
what exactly he spoke in that speech , though the reporter s ver 
speech does more or less tally with the expression of the views 
respondentat that meeting. The contents of the passage do n 
effect of either promoting or attempting to promote feelings 
hatred between different classes of citizens on grounds of relig 
munity . There was no appeal to vote or to refrain from voti 
son on the ground of religion or community . The 1st ress 
made any statement of fact which was false or which he eit 
false or did not believe to be true in relation to the candid 
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respondent. Atany rate , the 1st respondent s speech was a political address 
in which Jana Sangh , which is a political party, has been criticised and 
voters are requested to avoid going with parties wt o are arrayed with such a 
party. Thatwas a legitimate criticism based upon the opinion of a speaker 
of a differentparty , and it does dot attra t sections 123 ( 3), (3A ) or ( 4) of 
the Act. Thugh the 1st respondent is one of the Directors of the Muslim 
Printing and Publishing Company L d ., which 

( wns the newspaper 
“ Chandrika " , the 1st respondent is not in the editorial staff, nor is he con 
cerned in any manner with the actual printing and issuing of the nenspaper 
from day- to - day . Since the 1st resp 31 dent had several functions to perform 
in his capacity as a Membır of Parliament and also as the Presideot of the 
Indian Union Muslim League no time was there for the 1st respondent to 
direct or interfere with the actual editing and printing of the Chandrika 
paper. It is true that 

the Muslim League owns Shares worth 
Rs. 3 lakhs in the Mus.im Printing and publishin : Company 
Ltd., 

but that has no relevancy to the extent of the participation 
of the 1st respondent in the actual bringing out of the issues of that 
Paper. The Ist respondenthas not sufficient knowledge of Malayalam either 
to read or write in that language. The cartoon referred to in paragraph 
5 of the petition is an ordinary innocuous political cartoon which is usual for 
newspapers and journals having political views to print and publish . It has 
not the effect which the petitioner urges, to promote or attempt to promote 
feelings of enmity and hatred between different classes of citizens of India 
on the ground of religion . No one looking at the cartoon will entertain any 
such hatred as a member of a co :murity towards any other community , 
The cartoon was not published either with the consent or with the knowledge 
of the Ist respondent or at his instance. Chandrika Daily was not an agent 
of the 1st respondent. The speech reported in Chandrika dated 18-3-1977 
was add.essed by Shihab Thangal, and ihe speecb was published on the basis 
of the information furnished by the reporter and cannot normally be accepted 
La correct or accurate version of what was spoken to by Shihab 

11. Atany rate, the passages extracted in paragraph 6 of the petition 
n any way have the effect of promoting or attempting to promote 

1 classes or con titute an appeal to vote in the name of religion for 
se of sections 123 ( 3 ), (3A ) or (4 ) of the Act . The article published 
ika dated 6-3-1977 and contributed by Haji N.V. Muhammed Ali 
den letter by Sri K.M. Chummar SriM.K. Haji reported in 
dated 13-3-1977 do not have any offensive con ent. They do not 
call to vote against the 2nd espondent in the name of religion 
ty. They do not attract section 123 (4) of the Act. Moreover, 

that the publicationsmentioned above were made without the 
consent of the Ist respondent and he was not aware of those 
The speech of Sri K.Karunakaran published in Chandrika 
was a merely political address which is quite lawful and 
does not attract section 123 of the Act. Sri Karunakaran 
red as an agent of the 1st respondent in making that 
h was not made wiih the consent or knowledge or 
spondent. There were several parties, National as well 


as State-wide which were campaigning during the election in question though 
for the purpose of success these parties did have electoral alliances. It is 
natural for these parties and their representatives to entertain and give 
expression to opinions and views about other parties and the articles and 
speeches referred to in paragraphs5 to 8 of the petition are no more than what 
is usually said and expressed by the parties during an election campaign and 
they were never intended to promote feelings of enmity or hatred between 
different classes of citizen . None of the articles or extracts of speeches referred 
to in paragraphs 5 to 8 fall within the ambit of section 123 (4 ) of the Act. 
The Muslim League (Opposition ) owns and publishes " The League Times" 
a similar Daily like Chandrika advocating the views and disseminating the 
propaganda of theMu lim League (Opposition ) and its allies in the election . 
Chandrika is not an organ of the Muslim League. It is owned by a limited 
company in which , of course, the Muslim League holds a large number of 
shares. The 1st respondent has not made any speech that amounted to 
corrupt practice within the meaning of sections 123 (3 ), (3A ) or (4 ) of the 
Act. The election petitien is not in conformity with law and it is not accom 
panied by an affidavit in terms of section 83 proviso. The petitioner is not 
entitled to any relief. 

3. After discussing with both sides the following issues were raised : 
( 1) Whether the petitioner has the locus standi to file the relevent 

election petition ? 
(2 ) Whether the election of the 1st respondent is vitiated by the 

corrupt practices alleged in the petition ? 
( 3 ) Regarding costs and reliefs. 

(4 ) I sue No. 1. In his written statement the 1st respondent has 
questioned the locus standi of the petitioner to file the petition , and the peti 
tioner is put to proof. The petitioner has produced Ext.pl, which is a 
certified extract of the electoral roll to prove that he is a voter of the consti 
tuency in question . The 1st respondent did not press this point, and conse 
quently , I hold that the petitioner is competent to file the petition . 

5. At the time of the final hearing of this case th : learned counsel 
for the 1st respondent raised thc contention that the election petition itself is 
not maintainable for want of compliance with section 83 ( 1) (a ) and (b ). 
In the written statement filed by the Ist respondent no nch contention 
has been raised, and consequently , no issue also was raised . I would 
emphasize the aspect that the issues in this case were settled in open 
court after discussing with both sides. The only contention that has 
got a remote connection with the defect in pleading is that containe in 
paragraph 12 of the written statement. Paragraph 12 is in the following 


terms: 


“ The Election Petition is not in conformity with law as it is not 
accompanied by an affidavit in terms of section 83 proviso which 
makes it mandatory that an affidavit in the prescribed for a in 


on 


support of the allegattion of the corrupt practices and the 
particulars thereof shall accompany the petition where corrupt 

practices are alleged .” 
The 1st respondent never wanted to raise any issue on the basis of that 
contention . That apart, it was conceded before me that the affidavit 
accompanying the election petition is in conformity with the prescribed 
form . But the learned counsel advanced the argument that on the 
basis of the contention that affidavit is defective it has to be inferred that 
the petition is defective . I am not in the least impressed by that argument. 
Since no specific contention has been raised and since no issue bas been 
joined regarding the non -compliance with scction 83 ( 1) (a ) and (b ) 
this contention does not merit any consideration . But since the learned 
counsel argued elaborately on this matter, for the satisfaction of the 1st 
respondent, I may briefly examine this contention on merits. 

6. Paragraph 3 of the petition specifically refers to corrupt practices 
under section 123 (3), (3A ) and (4 ) of the Act. The paragraph then 
practically repeats the contents of each one of the aforesaid sections. 
Paragraphs 4 to 8 deal with certain publications relied by the 
petitioner in support of the case he has put forward under subsections 
(3), (3A ) and (4) of section 123. For the purpose of this case we are only 
concerned with paragraph 4 of the petition which deals with a passage 
contained in Chandrika paper dated 17-3-1977. The report is extracted 
in full in the petition . Thereafter the paragraph inter alia states as 
follows: 

“ The 1st respondent s speech clearly calls the Muslim community 
not to excuse the Vimatha Muslims which includes the 2nd 
respondent who is said to be leading poor Musalamans into the 
camp of Jepasangh which killed Muslims in North India , 
Tellicherry and other places and had set fire to the sacred 
places of Worship of the Muslims. The 1st respondent further 
said that the Vimatha Muslim League which includes the 2nd 
respondent need not hope to get the support of any person in 
whose veins Muslim blood is flowing . It is submitted that this 
speech comes in the ambit of corrupt practice as detailed in 
Section 123 (3 ), (3.4 ) and (4 ) of the Representation of the 

People Act, 1951." 
The defect in the pleading , according to the learned counsel for the 1st 
respondent, is that paragraphs 3 and 4 of the petition do not specifically 
mention the particular classes who were embittered by the speech 
extracted in paragraph 4 of the petition , and which has been marked 
in this case as Ext. P. 6. I do not think that there is want of clarity or 
there is any vagueness in the pleading for the purpose of section 83 (1) 
(b ). The passage extracted in the petition itself shows which are the 
communities and classes affected by Ext. P6 . In paragraph 4 of the 
petition , as alreally referred to, it has been further averred by the 
petitioner that the 1st respondent s speech was to win over the Muslim

community . I do not think that the pleadings in the case regarding 
Ext. P6 is vague or defective . The learned counsel for the 1st respondent 
drew my attention to the decisions reported in Hardwari Lal v. Kanwal 
Singh (AIR 1972 SC 515 ), Lakhi Prasad v. Nathmal (AIR 1969 SC 583) , 
Manubhai v. Popatlal (AIR 1969 SC 734 ) and S. N. Balakrishna v . Fernandez 
(AIR 1969 SC 1201). In AIR 1972 SC 515 the corrupt; practice considered 
was one under subsection ( 7) of section 123. Since what the petitioner 
did in that case was to merely mention the names of a few persons 
without giving any suggestion as to what their assistance was for the 
purpose of section 123 ( 7), it was held that the election petition lacked 
in most vital and essential material facts to furnish a cause 
of action . The 

hand is entirely different and bears 
no comparison with the case decided by the Supreme Court. The case 
which led to the decision in AIR : 1969 SC583 was concerned 
with the corrupt practice of undue influence. In the election petition there , 
the material averments were contained in paragraph 4. (c) and they 
centred round the publication of certain statements, which according to the 
petitioner in that case, induced and caused deception in the minds of the 
electors. Section 123 ( 2 ) of the Act was never relied on , and it was also 
found from paragraph 4 (c ) ofthe petition that it is not possible to spe i out 
averments necessary to attract section 123 (2 ) . This decision also has no 
application as far as the facts of this case are concerned . In AIR 1969 S.C. 
734 I could not find any support to the lst respondent s contention . In 
AIR 1969 S . C. 1201 the Supreme Court held that " section 83 is mandatory 
and requires the election petition to contain first a concise statement of 
material facts and then requires the fullest possible particulars. The word 
material shows that the facts necessary to formulate a complete cause of 
action must be stated . Omission of a single material fact leads to an in 
complete cause of action and the statement of claim becomes bad . The 
function of particulars is to present as full a picture of the cause of action 
with such further information in detail as to make the opposite party under 
stand the case he will have to meet" . Neither in the written staten ent nor 
in the evidence of the 1st respondent, who was examined as R. W. 1, was 
there any suggestion thatfar want of particulars regarding corrupt practice the 
Ist respondent was in any way misled . Thus on merits too, the contention 
of the 1st respondent regarding the maintainability of the petition must fail. 

7. Issue No. 2. Sometime in the year 1974 difference of opinion 
arose between two groups in the Kerala unit of the Indian Union Muslim 
League. There was an attempt to reconcile the conflict, and certain agrec 
ments entered into . were reduced to writing , and it was signed by the 1st 
respondent who was then also the president of the Indian Union Muslim 
League. That agreement has been marked in this case as Ext. P. 9. The 
conciliation was, however , Shortlived in the sense that there was again an 
infight in the party and the Kerala unit split into two distinct groups. One 
group continued to be called the Muslim League , while the dissenting group 
assumed the name of opposition Muslim League. In the last election the 
two groups joined rival camps, the Muslim League supporting the ruling 


United front while the Opposition Muslim League, supporting the 
Opposition Front. The Ist respondent was the candidate put up by the 
Muslim League, while the 2nd respondent was the candidate sponsored by 
the opposition Muslim League and its allies, namely, the Marxist party , 
R.S.S., Jana Sangh , ete . 

8. The only ground upon which the election of the 1st respondent is 
challenged is that certain speeches made by him and certain publications 
made, in a Malayalam Daily called Chandrika constitute corrupt practice 
falling within sub sections ( 3), (3A ) and (4 ) of section 123 of the Act . 
The petitioner tendered in evidence seven issues of the paper. The 
impugned publications broadly fall under two groups. Exts. P2 to P4, P7 
and P8 contain matters not directly connected with the 1st respondent. 
Exts. P5 , P6 and P6 (a ) are alleged to be reports regarding speeches made 
by the Ist respondent. The two groups apparently do not stand on the 
same footing and require separate consideration . 

9. In view of the evidence on record it was fairly conceded by the 
learned counsel for the petitioner that the only question for decision is 
whether the publications relied on by him attract section 123 ( 3A ) of the 
Act. I may read tbat provision : 

“ 123. The following shall be deemed to be corrupt practices for the 
purposes of this Act : 

(3A ) The promotion of, or attempt to promote , feelings of 

enmity or hatred between different classes of the citizens of 
India on grounds of religion , race, caste, community, or 
language, by a candidate or his agent or any other person 
with the consent of a candidate or his election agent for the 
furtherence of the prospects of the election of that candidate or 

for prejudicially affecting the election of any candidate .” 
On an analysis of the provision it could be seen that it takes in the 
following ingredients: ( a ) the Promotion of 

attempt 
promote feelings of enmity or hatred between different classes of the 
citizens of India ; (b ) the promotion or 

attempt to promote 
enmity or hatred must be on grounds of religion , race, caste, community 
or language; ( ), the attempt must be by a candidate or his agent or any 
other person with the consent of the candidate or his election agent ; and 
(d ) the object must be the furtherance of the prospects of the election of 
that candidate or for prejudicially affecting the election of any candidate . 
It may now be considered whether the publications tendered in evidence 
satisfy the aforesaid conditions. 

Ext. P2 is a copy of Chandrika dated 1-3-1977 and the passage relied 
on by the petitioner is a request for contribution printed at the front page 
of the paper. The heading is " J50050 mond nimmom03" which means 
" give funds to fight the battle " . I am unable to find any statement in 
Ext. P2 falling within section 123 (3A ) of the Act.

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practice under Section 123 (3A ) only if the penitioner has succeeded in 
proving that the objectionable publications were made with the consent of 
the 1st respondent or his agent or by any other person with the consent of the 
1st respondent or his election agent. It is the contention of the 1st respondent 
that he has nothing to do with the paper Chandrika,that he does not know to 
read and write Malayalam and that he is wholly ignorant ofthe above said 
publications. But at the same time I am not prepared to hold that the 1st 
respondent has nothing to do with Chandrika. The Malayalam Daily 
Chandrika is owned by the Muslim Printing and Publishing Company Ltd., 
in which the Muslim League unit ofKerala owns shares worth rupees six 
lakhs.

The 1st respondent also is one 
of the Directors of the Muslim Printing and Publishing Company Ltd. The 
first sentence in paragraph 8 of Ext. P9 reads as follows : 

“ We are of the firm opinion that Chandrika should always 

reflect the ideals and policies of the Muslim League." 
It refers to the transfer of shares which stood in the name of the then 
President Shri Syed Abdulrahiman Baffakki Thangal to the new President 
Shri P. M. S. A. Pookoya Thangal. That paragraph also mentions the 
agreement to nominate as members of the Board of Directors the 1st res 
pondent and two others. The last sentence is that decision regarding policy 
and other allied matters shall be taken by the Bcard of Directors after 
nominations of the Board of Directors are completed. The 1st respondent 
has no case that subsequent to the split in the party Chandrika at any time 
adopted a policy which was contrary to the policy of the Muslim League 
headed by the 1st respondent. No doubt, these facts and circumstances are 
not sufficient in the eye of law to infer that the 1st respondent consented to the 
offensive publications referred to above. So these publications technically 
do not attract section 123 (3A ) of the Act. 

11. But the publications have relevancy in the sense that they characterise 
the Jana Sangh and R.S.S. as the enemies ofMuslims. It is admitted by the 1st 
respondent when examined as R. W.1 that Chandrika, the newspaper was 
implementing the common policy of the United Front, of which the Muslim 
League was a party . Consequently, it is on the basis of these facts and 

circumstances that the report of the speeches made by the 1st respondent in 
• Ext. P6 are to be considered . 

12 . Ext. P5 is the report in Chandrika dated 17-3-1977 regarding the 
speeches made by the Ist respondent in various places. I do not find any 
objectionable passage in Ext. P5 to invoke section 123 (3A ). That apart, 
Ext. P5 is not specifically mentioned in the petition . Ext. P6 (a ) is a 
matter printed at page 4 of Chandrika dated 18-3-1977 . The 
heading is given as " Exhortation of the President of the Union League " , and 
the sub-heading is " ezmowlojoulojew BW DOMUIM °00 widm 
mign Sdnosu" . One paragraph has the heading “ malm30078924700

ന്യൂനപക്ഷരക്തം ". Under that sub- heading it is stated that R. S. S. and 
Jana Sangh are responsible for shedding the blood of theMuslims who are a 
minority through communal riots almost every year. Those groups are 
again referred to as responsible for setting fire to the mosques at Tellicherry : 
There is a definite attempt through those statements to create enmity and 
hatred between the Muslims on the one part and the R. S.S. and Jana Sangh 
on the other. Ext. P6 (a ) publication is not specifically referred to in the 
election petition , and " consequently, I cannot treat Ext. P6 (a ) as hit by 
section 123 (3A ). I was referring to the scope and evil consequences of Ext. 
P6 (a ) only for the purpose of understanding the true nature and effects of 
Ext. P6, specifically pleaded in the petition . 

13 . From the foregoing analysis it followsthat the petitioner can succeed 
only if he establishes that Ext. P6 is hit by section 123 (3A ). The passage

The first paragraph states that the Muslim community will not pardon 
the dissidents for leading the poor Muslims to the conservative communal 
camp and who are helping the Jana Sangh , which burned down the holy 
mosques and massacred the Muslims at Tellicherry and at various other 
places in North India . The second paragraph refers to the efforts of the 
leaders of the Opposition League to mortgage the Muslims to the Marxists 
and the Hindu communalists and also to malign the leaders of the Muslim 
community by false propaganda . 

It is further observed that the Janatha 
party is under the leadership of the Jana Sangh and that the dissidents need 
not be under the false impression that they will be permitted to see the 
assembly or parliamentbecause no Muslim in whose head the blood of Islam 
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flows will stafbritbem.zi fThaipassage apparently accuses the Jana Sangh 
and Ros Serfonbuddistriminately nhaşsacring the Muslims and also for setting 
five a pohylyzm &squessy It brandsorthe Jana Sangh and others as Hindu 
commillalists and thenesis; the swiequivocal declaration that a Muslim will 
mesegyiotesfortbemt ain9m916 !2 920 !

90 4401 Uhe first question concerning Ext. P6 is whether it is an authentic 
Forsidn oftheapeech I rendered uby the 1st respondent at Pulikkal. It is 
darmon casesohutithdilst vespondendmade his speech in English and it was 
translated bby operTG Mohammed , a sub editor of Chandrika. The 
accuracy of Ext. P6 report was not seriously challenged before me. P. W.5, 
the editor, printer and publisher . of Chandrika deposed as follows :

P6 
is that the report contains only portions of the speech rendered by the 1st 
respondent and įa the absence of the entire speech on record it will not be 
propexotodake a decision on the basis of Ext. P6 alone. It is true that Ext. 
Po does not purport to contain the full speech , but the important aspect 
which has to be noted is that miledntention has been raised in the written 
Sfateffent to the enett that there were other portions in the speech of the 1st 
résisondentwiſch mitigated the evil contained in Ext. P6 or which could 
give a rational Basik for BxrPO , TWhen the 1st respondent gave evidence as 
R !Mio kithere wbis not even la distant suggestion that for want of production 
of iħt látirdipeech Ekt: P6 could not be relied on .

thier nlatrets, tintány, vspoken by the 1st respondent. It is only at the time 
of the fifiabhedring that this contention has been urged . In the absence of 
anly pleading ibue on evidéhice regarding this contention , I am unable to 
acéljst the argumérłteadvanced by the learned counsel for the 1st respondent 
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regarding the non -production of the entire speech . The learned counsel 
drew.my attention to the decision reported in B. P. Maurya v . P. V. Shastri 
(A. I. R. 1970 S. C. 522). In that case , on the basis of a publication the 
election was challenged under section 123 ( 3A ) and (4 ). While considering 
the question of the applicability of section 123 (3A ) the Supreme Court 
observed as follows 

“ Suggestions that attempts are made to accentuate the differences 
between the Hindus and Harijans in the article cannot be extracted 

in isolation from the entire speech ” . 
I am unable to understand how this decision supports the contention urged 
by the 1st respondent. It is true that Ext. P6 must be read as a whole for 
deciding whether it is hit by section 123 (3A ). The decision cited does not 
support the 1st respondent s case that the other portions of his speech also 
should have been proved , in so far as he has not put forward the contention 
that the other matters, if any , spoken by him in that meeting could , as 
referred to above, removed the evil contained in Ext. P6 . The publication 
which came up for consideration in Kultar Singh , N. Mukhtiar Singh (A. I. R. 
1969 SC 141) relied on by the 1st respondent related to the construction of 
a poster. The Supreme Court observed as follows: 

“ The principles which have to be applied in construing such a 
document are well settled . The document must be read as a whole 
and its purport and effect determined in a fair , objective and 
reasonable manner. In reading such documents, it would be 
unrealistic to ignore the fact that when election meetings are held 
and appeals are made by candidates of opposing political parties, 
the atmosphere is usually surcharged with partisan feelings and 
and emotions and the use of hyperboles or exaggerated language, 
or the adoption of metaphores, and the extravagance of expression 
in attacking one another, are all a part of the game; and so, when 
the question about the effect of speeches delivered or pamphlets 
distributed at election meetings is argued in the cold atmosphere 
of a judicial chamber, some allowance must be made and the 
impugned speeches or pamphlets must be construed in that light. 
In doing so , however, it would be unreasonable to ignore the 
question as to what the effect of the said speech or pamphlet would 
be on the mind of the ordinary voter who attends such meetings 

and reads the pamphlets or hears the speeches." 
This dictum also is of no assistance to the 1st respondent except in the 
matter of insisting on the interpretation of the offending passages in Ext. P6 
after reading the entire report. The other proposition laid down in that 
case relates the facts to be borne in mind when the impugned 
publication is interpreted by the court. The 1st respondent also relied 
on paragraph 28 of the decision reported in Jagdev Singh , V. Pratap Singh 
(A.I.R. 1965 SC 183 ). There the court held as follows: 

“ Speeches made at political meetings held for canvassing votes 
must be examined in the context of the atmosphere of a political 
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campaign and the passions which are generally aroused in such a 
campaign . In adjudging whether an appeal is made to the 
language of the candidate, a meticulous examination of the text of 
the speech in the serena atmosphere of the court room picking out 
a word here and a phrase there to make out an offending appeal 
to vote for or against a candidate on the ground of language would 

not be permissible." 
Here also what the court has laid down are the principles to be borne in 
mind in construing a speech , and it has been held that picking out a word 
here and a phrase there from the speech to make out that the appeal to the 
veters was offensive is impermissible. Here again , the dictum merely relates 
to the document which the court is construing. Undoubtedly it is not 
permissible to pick out words or phrases from Ext. P6 dissociated from the 
context in which they occur for the purpose of deciding the question whether 
section 123 (3A ) is offended . I am , therefore, rejecting the contention of 
the 1st respondent that in the absence of the full speech delivered by the 
1st respondent Ext. P6 report cannot be acted upon . 

16. The second contention by the 1st respondent is that the 
passages of his speech referred to in Ext. P6 have not the effect of promoting 
or attempting to promote enmity or hatred between different classes of 
citizens of India on the basis of religion or community . It is admitted by 
both sides that for a long time before Ext. P6 speech was delivered there 
was some sort of ill-feeling between the Muslims on the one part and the 
Jana Sangh and R.S S on the other . It is on the basis of that circumstance 
that the 1st respondent now contends that Ext. P6 does not promote or 
attempt to promote enmity or hatred . In other words, in substance what 
the 1st respondent says is that there is already some fire and therefore he is 
justified in adding dangerous fuel for that fire to spread. This too appears 
to be a case which was never in the contemplation of the parties from the 
point of view of the pleadings or the evic ence in the case . I have already 
explained the contents of Ext. P6 . 

So, the question is whether in view of 
the pre-existing ill-will between the Muslims on the one part and the R.S.S. 
and Jana Sangh on the other, any further mischief is done by Ext. P6 . 
The contention of the 1st repondent in this connection is that there is no 
evidence to show that the pre-existing i l-will has been aggravated . If it is 
a question of existence of proof, I think there is sufficient evidence. P. W. 1 
P. W. 2 and P. W. 4 are persons who heard the speech and who deposed 
about the matters reported in Ext. P6 . P. W. 1 deposed that the publication , 
and the speeches referred to by him caused a change in the attitude of the 
Muslimsof the constituency. The Muslimswho originally agreed to support 
P. W. 1 and the 2nd respondent subsequently refused to give any asssistance 
on the ground that the opposition league has joined hands with persons 
who massacre Muslims and set fire to mosques. There was no effective 
cross-examination on that aspect. P. W. 2 was one who heard the speech . 
He deposed that the speech inflamed the communal passions and has a 
tendency to aggravate communal disharmony. He would add that other 
people also gained the same idea as told to him by them . There is no 
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effective cross -examination of P. W. 2 on this aspect. P.W. 4 also has 
deposed that the majority of the people who participated in the meeting 
which led to Ext . P6 were Muslims, and he heard the opinions expressed 
by certain people regarding that meeting . People gained the impression 
that if what the ist respondent spoke intrue it is essential to defeat the 
candidate of the Opposition League. He further deposed that the speech 
was one calculated to cause communal disharmony, and also to exploit the 
communal feelings of Muslims. 

17. The real question arising for decision is the effect which Ext. P6 
report is likely to cause in the mind of the reader. I may repeat a portion of 
the passage already extracted fron the decision of the Supreme Court in 
Kultar Singh v. Mukhtiar Singh (AIR 1965 SC 141) . The guiding principles 
to be followed in construing publications as held by the Supreme Court are 
as follows: 

" In doing so, however, it would be unreasonable to ignore the ques 
tion as to what the effect of the said speech or pamphlet would be 
on the mind of the ordinary voter who attends such meetings and 

reads the pamphlets or hears the speeches." 
The speech was made by none other than the President of the Indian 
Union Muslim League. It was a largely attended gathering of which a size 
able portion consisted of Muslims. There was already some sort of ill-feeling 
in the minds of the Muslim population as against the Jana Sangh and 
R. S. S. What the 1st respondent spoke according to Ext. P6 was that the 
Opposition League were leading the poor Muslims to the conservative 
communal camp and are helping the Jana Sangh which burned mosques 
and massacred Muslims and Tellicherry and at various other places in North 
India. What else is this if it is not aggravating the existing distrust between 
the two groups ? While in the witness box , R. W. 1 was asked this question : 
" Do you feel that by calling these people as reactionary and murderers you 
can bring communal harmony ? ” The answer was we want to under 
stand the electors the dangers of the reactionary communal forces" . Another 
question was : " Do you mean to say that you had a feeling that Jana Sangh , 
R. S. S. and Marxist Party were involving in massacre and arson ? " . The 
answer was " we thought that the Jana Sangh was responsible for the riots ” , 
and be added that that is based upon an enquiry report which has been 
marked at the time of argument as Ext. X10.A pointed question was asked to 
him by court: " There is already a feeling among the Muslims that R. S. S 
Jana Sangh and Marxists are their enemies. By the speeches, reports and 
publicaticnsmade in Chandrika that feeling of the ordinary Muslim is still 
confirmed . If I say so , ( Q ). The answer was " Now I will say Jana Sangh 
and R. S. S. and Marxist are against the interests of the minority and there 
is a belief based on reports of the commission that they have been involved 
in communal riots." In the witness box he admitted that he wanted to warn 
the people of the danger in associating with R. S. S. and Jana Sangh. It is 
thus crystal clear that the object of the speech was to administer a further 
Warning reminding the Muslims of the consequences they will have to face if 
the Opposition League wins the election with the assistance of Jana Sangh, 
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R. S. S. and Marxists. In the mind of an ordinary Muslim , I think, the 
speech will aggravate the existing communal disharmony . 

It shall not also 
be forgotten that under section 123 (3A ) on " attempt to promote " enmity or 
hatred between different classes is sufficient to attract the provision . By the 
plain wording of the contents of Ext. P6 it is obvious that there was at least 
an attempt on the part of the 1st respondent to create hatred and fear in the 
minds of the Muslims because according to the speaker R. S. S. and Jana 
Sangh are people who are indulging in massacre ofMusliins and setting fire 
to mosques. I do not also feel that the Marxists and Jana Sangh who are 
the targets ofthis attack are likely to treat the speech as an encomium to 
them . To be called a murderer or a person who sets fire to religious institu 
tions is perhaps one of the worst kind of allegations that can be made 
against any person and let alone the R. S. S., Jana Sangh and the Marxist. 

18. The only other argument advanced by the 1st respondent regard 
ing Ext. P6 is that the Jana Sangh is a political party and that it is within 
the right of a candidate to use similar epithets against an opposing political 
party . I do not find any warrant for such a proposition either in the word 
ing of section 123 (3A ) or in decided cases . In this connection my attention 
was drawn by the petitioner s learned co insel to the decision of the Supreme 
Cyurt reported in Z. B. Bukhari, V. B. R. Mehra (AIR 1975 SC 
1788 ). One of the questions considered in that case was whether a speech 
contained allegations attracting section 123 (3A ) of the Act. In the course 
ofthe speech the appellant in that case (the returned candidate was repor 
ted to have said that if the Congress Government brought in " amendments 
in our religious law " , the battle would be fought in every street" , as " the 
question of religion has arisen " . The appellant in that ease also threatened 
the ruling Congress party with open rebellion if attempts are n.ade to 
change the Muslim personal law , which he called a question of religion . 
The High Court held that those statements amounted to violation of section 
123 (3A ) inasm uch as the language used by the appellant promoted hos 
tility between Hindus and Muslims. The Supreme Court confirmed the 
decision . The point urged by the appellant in that case was regarding the 
change of Muslim personal law if the Congress party formsthe government. 
The Congress party undoubtedly was a political party , and so there is no 
meaning in the contention of the 1st respondent that because Jana Sangh is 
a political party any epithet could be used to criticise that case the apprehen --- 
sion centred round the prospect of change in the personal law of Muslims. 
In this case the threat as alleged by the 1st respondent is massacre of Muslims 
and setting fire to holy mosques . I think , the undesireable of Ext. P6 is 
seif evident and does not require further elucidation. The accusation con 
tained in Ext. P6 as against the Jana Sangh is of such a nature as to aggra. 
vate the already existing distrust between the two classes of citizens. I 
have , therefore, no hesitation to hold that the statements in the speech of 
the 1st respondent reported in Ext. P6 promote or at least there was an 
attempt to promote feelings of enmity and hatred between Muslimson the one 
part and Jana Sangh on the other . I hold that the 1st respondent is guilty 
of a corrupt practice within the meaning of section 123 (3A) of the Act. 
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No other question was egitated before me by the 1st respondent. A 
eparate order under section 99 of the Act is simultaneously passed . 

19. Issue No. 3. - In view ofthe findings entered above, it is proved that 
the 1st r.spondent is guilty of the corrupt practice provided in subsection 
( 3.4 ) of section 123 of the Act, and the election cannot be sustained . 

In the result, I hereby set aside the election of the Ist respondent to the 
Lok Sabha from the Manje i Parliamentary Constituency , and declare that 
election as void . The election petition is allowed to that extent, and the 
prayer to declare the 2nd respondent as elected is rejected .The 1st respond 
ent will pay the costs of the petitioner. Advocate s fee is fixed at Rs. 1,000 . 

The Office will communicate the substance of this decision to the Election 
Commission and the Speaker of the Lok Sabha. It shall also send a 
authenticated copy of this decision , as soon as it is ready, to the election 
Commission , as provided in Section 103 of the Act.

further to amend the Kerala Land Reforms Act, 1963. 

Preamble.- WHEREAS it is expedient further to amend the 
Kerala Land Reforms Act , 1963, for the purposes hereinafter 
appearing ; 

BE it enacted in the Twenty -ninth Year of the Republic of 
India as follows: 

1 . Short title and commencement.- ( 1 ) This Act may be called 
the Kerala Land Reforms (Amendment) Act, 1978 . 

( 2 ) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 1st day 
of October, 1977 .

2. Amendment of section 85. - In section 85 of the Kerala Land 
Reforms Act, 1963 (1 of 1964 ) (hereinafter referred to as the 
principal Act) , 

(a ) in sub - section (9 ), for the opening paragraph , the following 
paragraph shall be , and shall be deemed to have been , substituted 
with effect on and from the 1st day of January, 1970, namely: 

" The Taluk Land Board may , at any time, set aside its order 
under sub -section (5 ) or sub - section ( 7), as the case may be, and 
proceed afresh under that sub - section if it is satisfied that-- . 

(a ) the extent of lands surrendered by, or assumed from , a 
person under section 86 is less than the extent of lands which he 
wag liable to surrender under the provisions of this Act ; or 

( b ) the lands surrendered by , or assumed from , a person are 
not lawfully owned or held by him ; or 

(c ) in a case where a person is , according to such order, not 
liable to surrender any land, such person owns or holds lands in 
excess of the ceiling area." ; 

( d ) the Explanation after sub - section (9 ) shall be numbered 
as Explanation II and before that Explanation , the following 
Explanation shall be inserted, namely :--- 

" Explanation 1.- For the removal of doubts it is hereby clarified 
that the references in this sub - section to the Taluk Land Board

such petitions were also pending in the High Court which were also 
liable to be dismissed on the basis of the said decision . it was 
therefore considered necessary to specifically include the Govern 
ment in section 103 of the Act so as to enable the Government to 
prefer revision petitions before the High Court against the orders 
passed by the appellate authorities, the Taluk Land Boards and the 
Land Board . It was also considered necessary to give retrospective 
etfect to the amendment from 2-11-1972, the date on which the 
provision for preferring petitions for revision to the High Court 
against final orders of the Taluk Land Board was incorporated in 
section 103 by the Kerala Land Reforms (Amendment) Act, 1972 and 
to make provisions for enabling the Government to file revision 
petitions within a specified time against the final orders referred to 
in sub - section ( 1) of section 103, passed earlier and also for the restor 
ation of revision petitions previously dismissed by the High Court. 

As the Legislative Assembly was not in session and as the 
proposals had to be given effect to immediately the Kerala Land 
Reforms (Amendment) Ordinance , 1977, was promulgated by the 
Governor on the 29th day of September, 1977 and published as 
Ordinance No. 17 of 1977 . 

4. The Bill seeks to replace the Ordinance by an Act of the 
State Legislature . 


FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 


The Bill if enacted and brought into operation would not involve 
any expenditure from the Consolidated Fund of the State. 


MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 

Sub-section ( 1B ) of Section 103 of the principal Act, proposed 
to be inserted by, clause 3 of the Bill, empowers the Government to 
prescribe the time within which the Government may prefer a 
petition for revision to the High Court against any final order 
referred to in sub - section ( 1 ) of the said section . This is a matter 
of administrative nature only . The delegation of legislative power 
is therefore of a normal character .
